S500,000,000 as an earnest of the 
seriousness of the werk. It is a pro- 
posal for steady upbuilding of agri- 
cultore onto firm foundations of 
equality with other industries and 
would remove the agricultgral prob- 
Jem from politics and place it in the 
realm of business. 


Debenture Is Subsidy. 


“The conferees’ bill carried out the 
plan advanced in the campaign in 
every particular. Every other plan 
of agricultural relief was rejected in 
that campaign and this plan was one 
of the most important issues in the 
principal agricultural states and was 
given as a mandate by an impressive 
inajority in these states. Subsidies 
were condemned in the course of the 
eampaign and the so-called debenture 
ylan—that is the giving of subsidies 
on exports—was not raised by either 
party, nor by its proponents. 

“No serious attempt has been made 
to meet the many practical objections 
1 and leaders in congress have ad- 
vanced against this proposal. It was 
not accepted by the house of repre 
eentatives and has been overwhelm- 
ingly eondemned by the press and 
is opposed by many leading farm or 
ganizations. For no matter what the 
theory of the export subsidy may be.

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Recent Shootings Act as 
Spur To Hasten Reor- 
ganization of Enforce- 
ment Agencies.

Washington, June 11.—(United 
News.)—Indignation aroused by re- 
ports of two new prohibition shootings 
gave promise today of hastening the 
reorganization of federal law enforce- 


Hoover. 

Newspaper accounts of the slaying 
at International Falls, Minn., of 
Henry Virkula and the perhaps fatal 
shooting at Detroit, Mich., of Archi- 
bald Eugster, both by United States 
border patrolmen, produced a storm 
of resolutions and oratory in the 
house. 

More Than 130 Slain. 

This is not uncommon. More than 
150 civilians have been killed by fed- 
eral agents seeking to enforce the pro- 
hibition law since it became effective 
ten years ago and many of these in- 
cidents have been protested by mem- 
bers of the house and senate without 
resulting in any definite action. 

The cumulative effect of these kill- 
ings, however, has been to convince 
many congressmen that steps must be 
taken to curb violence in prohibition 
enforcement, especially among the leg- 
islators classed neither as militant 
wets nor as drys, 


_ Perthermore, the most recent shoot- 
ings have aroused congress at a time 
when it has before it a definite pro- 
posal for reforms in the prohibition 
enforcement service from the president. 
Mr. Hoover recently asked the house 
and senate to appoint a joint ecommis- 
sion to study the feasibility of consoli- 
dating enforcement organizations un- 
der the justice department. 
Hoover Expected te Act. 

His suggestion probably will be act- 
ed upon soon by the senate. Senator 
Jones, republican. Washingtou. author 
of the Jones “five and ten” law, in- 
troduced a resolution providing for ap- 
pointment of such a commission and 
it has been reported favorably by the 
senate judiciary committee. 

Once passed, it is expected to re- 
ceive prompt concurrence in the house, 
where a similar resolution was intro- 
duced today by Representative Stalker, 
republican, New York. Pending a re- 
port by this commission, which would 
be made next September if the Jones 
resolution is adopted, Mr. Hoover may 
act to stop unnecessary use of fire- 
arms by federal officers. He already 
has jssued one warning against yio- 
lenee to enforcement agencies. 

Representative Clancy, republican, 
Michigan, and Representative Pitten- 
ger, republican, Minnesota, took the 
lead today in denouncing the tactics of 
border patrolmen in their districts. 
Clancy set out for Detroit to conduct 
an independent investigation of the

“Kill on Suspicion.” 


“I have found that hair-trigger and 
drunken prohibition agents who have 
a tendency to shoot innocent persons 
are very much afraid of suspension 
pending their trial,” he wrote. “I 
know, of course, that you do not wish 
any men, women or children killed 
by federal prohibition agents during 
the present drive in the rivers and 
lakes around Detroit.”

2 OIL COMPANIES 
GUILTY AS TRUSTS 


Standard, Texas and Sub- 
sidiaries Violate Sher- 
man Act in Pooling Pat- 
ents, Court Holds. 


Chicago, June 11.—(/)—Fifty-two 
oil companies, headed by the Standard 
Oil Company of Indiana, were con- 
victed of violating the Sherman anti- 
trust law in United States district 
court here today. 

The opinion which overruled the 
report of a master in chancery, found 
the oil companies guilty of restrain- 
ing trade and monopolizing the oil in- 
dustry by pooling their interests in 
various oil cracking patents. 

Defendants in the suit, grouped into 
two classes, included, besides the 
Standard Oil Company of Indiana, the 
Texas Company, the Standard Oil 
Company of New Jersey and the Gas- 
oline Products Company. Forty-six 
corporations and one individual also 
were named. 

Three members of the United 
States circuit court of appeals, sitting 
en bane as district court judges, heard 
the case. Judges Evan B. Evans and 
George T. Page delivered the majority 
opinion. Judge A. B. Anderson dis- 
sented, 

The court ruled the government en- 
titled to an injunction restraining the 
companies from further violation of 
the law and called for an agreement 
hetween counsel on both sides for set- 


rangements. 
Sustain Objectioins. 

The majority opinion sustained the 
goveruinents objections tu a report by 
Master in Chancery Charles _Martin- 
dale, of Indianapolis. Martindale, 
after tuking evidence for two years, 
recommended dismissal of the suit 
vn grounds that the government had 
established no case. 

The government charged hte oil 
companies pooled the patent interests 
and forced independent concerns to 
pay royalties for the privilege of using 
the patents. lt also was charged the 
independent companies were forced to 
restrict their territories so as not to 
compete with the defendant com- 
panies. 

Counsel for the defendant compa- 
nies maintained there was no monup- 
vly and that the pooling of patents 
served a good purpose in that it re- 
duced the price of gasoline in elimi- 
nating costly litigation in connection 
with various claims to patent pro- 
cesses, 

The majority opinion held that the 
patent agreements of the oil compa- 
nies stepped outside the limits of law- 
ful monopolies which arose from the 
issuance of the patents. 


Is Property Right. 


“The patent monopoly itself is a 
property right and agreements in re- 
spect thereto must be subject to the 
same anti-monopoly tests and any 
other property rights,” said the opin- 
i 


on. 

‘The court harked back to the fa- 
mous packers’ casc, in which the gov- 
ernment obtained dissolution of trust 
formations, for precedent. 

“There is no substantial difference 
between agreements entered into by 
competing packing companies respect- 
ing the prices at which, or territories 
wherein, their products may be sold 
and an agreement between holders of 
patent monopolies which fix the rates 
of royalties that shall be charged tw 
the licensees,”’ the opinion stated. 

The minority of Judge Anderson 
stated merely that the master's report 
should be approved.

City Council Finance 


Committee Orders Re- 
trenchment Policy To 
| Prevent Debts. 


Probability that salaries of every 
employe of the Atlanta public schools 
will be cut the last quarter of this 
year to absorb approximately $97,000 
over-anticipation of revenue, loomed 
Tuesday, following the action of the 
finance committee of city council in 
balancing the June _ finance sheet 
without allocating any addf?tional 
funds to the schools. 

Members of the finance committee 
voted unanimously to balance the 
sheet, which called for anticipation of 
$19,148,658, with $80,150 anticipated 
from increases in the general tax and 
water receipts. 

Request of a special committee from 
the board of education asking for the 
additional fund to prevent actual cuts 
in teachers’ salaries was declined be- 
eause of lack of funds, members of the 
finance committee explained to George 
Powell, president of the board; Alder- 
man J. Allen Couch, of the fifth ward, 
and Willis A. Sutton, superintendent 
of schools, who represented the board. 

Councilman Wiley L. Moore, chair- 
man of the finance body, declared 
that every department of the city gov- 
ernment must operate on a retrench- 
ment policy for the remainder of the 
year to prevent an actual deficit. He 
and other members of the committee 
expressed. regret that additional money 
to. prevent cutting school employes 
salaries could not be raised. 


Mr. Powell pledged the committee 
that the schools would be operated on 


for school maintenance and operation 
but made a strong appeal for thé ad- 
ditional money necessary to prevent 
salary cuts. 

In balancing the sheet, scores of re- 
quests of various departments were 
culled ont and department funds were 
limited “to prevent anticipation of re- 
ceipts beyond hope of realization.” 
Included in the long list of re- 
quests which were denied in ‘addition 
to the school requests were $5,000 for 
equipping police cars with railio re- 
ceiving apparatus to aid in combating 
crime: request of the fire department 
for $6,700 to inan a new fruck; 
$15,000 for the electrical department, 
and a request of the construction de- 
partment for funds in excess of 
$100,000 was slashed to $27,000. 

Only necessary. allocations to keep 
departments operating were provided 
in the balanced sheet, with the excep- 
tion of the following: $7,500 for new 
water mains; $3,000 for repairs to 
the pumping stations; $5,000 to the 
bridge department; $5,000 for repair 
of Luckie street; $15,000 for street 
repairs; $2,000 for replacement of 
sidewalks on Ponce de Leon avenue in 
front of the new Shrine mosque; 
$900 for employment of an electrician ; 
$550 for a whiteway on Gordon 
street ; $2,500 for repairs to the Kirk- 
wood school, and $1,700 for the Home 
Avenue school.

Highway construction in the 
state, therefore, is facing a serious 


emergency. 


“The present plan is popular with 
the thrifty becaxse ‘it masquerades 
under the name ‘pay-as-you-go.’ No 
name could be more misleading. The 
system neither pays nor goes. ee is a 
heavy drain on motorists, who are 
forced by its slowness to. use bad hizh- 
Ways, and it has finally landed the 
state jn a jam that was inevitable, be- 
sides having rolled up a debt that is 
hard to realize because of the way it 
is scattered, Instead of creating one 
great hond issue to,loom up like:a 
mountain peak on the financial hori- 
zon, and to be paid off out of the sav- 
ings possible from use of good high- 
Ways as compared with use of bad 
ones, it has plastered the state with a 
ragged patchwork of tiny bond issues. 
one for each county, and all based 
upon a property tax, thereby limiting 
the ability of the counties alike to 
contribute further to state highways 
or to build their own secondary. sys- 
tems.

Borrowing Sound. 


_ “The opponents of the highway bond 
issue overlook the fact that while in- 
discriminate borrowing may well be 
ruinous, borrowing in order to. avoid 
heavy waste may enable repayment 
of the loan out of a part of the sav- 
ings effected,,thus leaving a net profit 
in the hands of the people of the state. 
Such borrowing is the soundest of 
zood business. That is exactly what 
is proposed in a highway bond issue. 
“It is estimated from studies made 
/ of the expenses of commercial car op- 
, crating companies all over the coun- 
| try that the cost of operating a light, 

ear, including gas, oil, 


| six-evlinder 
. maintenance and depreciation, is 8.62 
cents per mile “over low type roads, 
7.08 cents per mile over intermediate 
type roads and 6.25 cents per mile 
over first-class roads. The saving in 
operation of such cars over the best 
as compared with the low type roads, 
is therefore 2.37 cents for every mile 
traveled. The difference in cost “of 
operation for a car that averages 
15,000 miles per year ‘would be 
$355.50. Such a saving in wear and 
fear on the car might well add.a year 
to its life. 

“Few cars operate over the low 
type roads exclusively, however, and 
probably a majority of the cars in 
this state are used largely in cities. 
It woukl be more reasonable, there- 
fore, to assume that of the three hun- 
dred and sixty-odd thousand cars reg- 
istered in Georgia, only 100,000 are 
used very much on bad roads, and 
that of these, all of them are operated 
partly on good roads. We can then 
assume that with proper paving of 
the states highways and a reasonable 
system of secondary roads, the saving 
for these 100,000 cars would be nearer 
to 1 cent per mile than the extreme 
figure of 2.37 cents. For these 100,000 
cars, if they averaged only 10,000 
miles per year, the saving would be 
$100 per car, or a total of $10,000,- 
VOU per year. 

Gas Tax Proposed. 

“Under either plan, a gasoline tax 
of % cents per gallon has been pro- 
posed. Under the mis-called ‘pay-as- 
you-go’ plan, the highway revenue 
would be used partly to pay the in- 
terest on approximately $25,000,000 
of county indebtedness, partly for 
maintenance of existing highways, the 
balance to be used for new construc- 
tion—admittedly a very slow process 
of netting the state with adequate 
Under the other plan, the 
money from bonds, as rapidly as it 
became available, would be used to 
retire the debts to the cdunties, thus 
enabling them to go ahead with the 
construction of their own sorely-need- 
ed secondary systems, and largely to 
build new state highways. This work 
could be pushed ahead as rapidly as 
the state highway department could 
he increased to take care of it, there- 
by giving the state not only an ade- 
quate system of trunk highways in 
the shortest possible time, but also 
providing the very necessary secondary 
systems within the counties to serve 
as lines of transportation off the main 
highways and as feeders to the latter. 
Under the second plan, roadbuilding 
could proceed from two to three times 
as rapidly all over the state. The 
easoline tax would then be applied to 
the payment of interest and the re- 
tirement of the principal, the roads to 
he paid for literally out of the savings 
made possible by their use.

It is rather a sickening thing to 
say—and I know I will not get an

“Ruined villages, ravages of mala- 
ria and indescribable poverty face you 
on all sides,” declared he. “Due to the 
dislocation of ancient resources, which 
were the villages, the people have lost 
their zest for life and passively allow 
themselves to die.

Evers Tells of Inning in World Series Game 
Where Heroes and Goats Were Made.

New York, Jané 11.—In nearly every great game, no matter whether 
it develops into an overtime battle or not, there is usually one particular 
inning where heroes are miade and the fate of battle hangs in the balance. 

There have been several instances in pennant races where the title 


to the flag hinged upon the result of a single game. 


And I shall always 


believe that the fate of a world’s championship hinged upon the outcome 


of one short inning. 
This was in that hard fought se- 


ries between the, Cubs and the De- 
troit Tigers in 1907, a series that 
many figure to have been an easy 
one for the National leaguers, but yet 
was a pretty tough proposition for 
us until we finally got the Tigers’ 
goat. The Jungaleers were anything 
but easy in those days. They had 
sluggers like Cobb, Crawford, Ross- 
man and others who had clouted their 
way through the American league 
ranks to a championship, and, great 
a team as the Cubs really were, Man- 
ager Frank Chance knew that we 
would have to show at our very best 
to keep the National league colors on 
top. 

The Cubs won the opening contest 
though it took 12 innings and a wild 
heave to give us the verdict. 


We had the edge over the Tigers 
when the series shifted to Detroit 
nnd we opened there on a bitterly 
cold day. 


DONOVAN VS. BROWN. 


The Tigers still believed that their 
thance of winning was good. For this 
game they had Wild Bill Donovan on 
the rubber while our old standby, 
Mordecai Brown, was down to do the 
hurling for the Cubs. From the very 
start it developed into a red hot 
mg duel, with Donovan and 

rown burning the ball across the 
rubber so fast that the half dozen 
batsmen were unable to meet it. We 
got an early jump on our rivals and 
when the Tigers went to bat in the 
sixth were were leading by the score 
of 1 to 0, 

This sixth inning is the one I have 
in mind when I say that I believe it 
decided the title to the world’s cham- 
pionship. Charlie O'Leary, now a 
coach for the Yankees and one of the 
cleverest base runners in the coun- 
try at that time, opened up with a 
safe ‘hit. Sam Crawford duplicated 
the drive, but the wonderful outfield- 
ing of Schulte and Hofman held 
()’Leary at second. At this point Ty 
Cobb, then the bright particular star 
of the American league and the terror 
. of all pitchers, came to bat, and as 
Ty was just as likely to bust the ball 
as to bunt it, the Cub defense for a 
moment was considerably worried.

Brown, Chance and Kling held a 
brief conference.

Never Talks of Self 


Parents Have To Read Papers To Find Out 
What Famous Son Really Does. 


Columbus, Ohio, June 11.—({AP)—George Simpson, the Ohio State 
flyer, who has just revised 23 years of sprinting records by running the 
100-yard dash in 9.4 seconds, is so reticent about discussing himself 
that his parents are forced to read the newspapers in order to learn the 


details of his accomplishments. 

As a child he was very frail, so his 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. George M. 
Simpson, of Columbus, bought him all 
the athletic equipment he wanted, 
hoping he would improve his health. 
They planned wisely, as his epoch- 
making race in the national collegiate 
meet at Chicago Saturday bears wit- 
ness. 


George's ego has not flourished with 
his physique, however. Whe the na- 
tion’s sporting snotlight shifted from 
Stagg field in Chic to the mod- 
est Simpson home here in order 
to find what sort of a boy the Simp- 
sons had reared, questioners were 
told they probably knew:more about 
George’s track ability than his par- 
ents themselves. 

“George never tells us about him- 
self,” Mrs. Simpson said. “He tells 
whether he won when he comes home 
from a meet, if we ask him, but he 
won’t talk any further. I read the 
papers to find out. His father usal- 
ly meets someone on the street who 
gives him the information.” 


There are many paradoxical angles 
to young Simpson’s nature. He is 
nervous, and as high-strung as a three- 
vear-old colt at the barrier but he has 
never been known to break from his 
before the gun is fired. He 
never loafs at the start of a race no 
matter how lowly his competition. Al- 
though he won't talk about himself, 
he discourses fluently on the prospects 
of the track team as a whole.

——— 


Washington, June 11.—(Special.) 
As the result of a report made by 
Appraisal Engineer H. G. Ritchey to 
the treasury department, all but two 
sites for the new Atlanta postoffice 
have been practically eliminated from 
consideration. , 

These two, given precedence in the 
order named, are those offered by the 
Trust Company of Georgia and by the 
Thrower estate. The first i¢ bounded 
by Spring. Trinity; Forsyth and Gar- 
nett streets and the second east of 
Spring and south of Hunter streets, 
fronting on Spring street. 

The report, which is voluminous, 
gives the reasons on account of which 
the other 20-odd sites offered have 
been eliminated and in all probability 
will be followed by the department in 
the selection of a location for the new 
federal building. 

With reference to the site offered 
by the Central of Georgia, which was 
originally selected by former Postmas- 
ter General John H. Bartlett and 


Assistant Secretary. of the Treasurt 
Carl T. ,Schuneman, the Ritchey tfe- 
port states that the air rights offered 


are not satisfactory. the bid was not 
definite as to location and that the 
railroad company is “indifferent and 
independent” in regard to sale of the 
property for fedetal purposes. is 
site is north of the Terminal station 
on the west side of Spring street. 

The price was another objection in 
this case, being $1,050,000, while but 
$450,000 has been appropriated for 
the purchase of the property. : 

The Trust Company of Georgia 
site, which is the first choice in the 
report, contains 121,150 square feet 
of ground and can be purchased for 
$446,905, it is stated, the original of- 
fer made by the company beitig 
$486,000, but this was cut toa come 
within the appropriation. 

Ritchey states that he would place 
the Thrower property in the first po- 
sition if the appropriation of the site 
could be increased to the sum of 
£90,000, which he states the owners 
will accept. This site contains 106,- 
000 square feet and the original bid 
was $1,072,000, 

Representative Leslie J. Steele, of 
the fifth Georgia district, conferred 
Tuesday with the treasury department 
officials in connection with the report 
and went over the entire ground of 


the matter. He is urging that prompt 


action be taken in order that actual 
construction on the building may be 
started. as soon as possible.

Affiliation of Local School 
With Vanderbilt Effective 
in September. 
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'eial.)——-The Waycross

Nashville, Tenn., June 11.—(4)— 
Atlanta Theological seminary will be 


affiliated with Vanderbilt University 


school of religion next September, ac- 
cording to announcement made by Dr. 


‘O. EB. Brown, dean of the Vanderbilt 


school of religion, this afternoon. 
Dean G. Floyd Zimmerman, of the 
Atlanta school, left tonight for At- 


lanta, where he will report to Lewis 
H. Keller, president of the theological 
seminary. He had been in Nashville 
since Saturday conferring with Dean 
Brown and with James H. Kirkland, 
chancellor of Vanderbilt. 

Dr. Zimmerman gave as the chief 
reason for the approaching move the 
fact that the trend of the theological 
seminaries is toward the universities. 
“Trustees of our institution have had 
their eyes on the trail, and it leads to 
Vanderbilt university in Nashville,” 
he said. “They believe young men 
preparing for the ministry in a city 
or in a village should have a univer- 
sity horizon. The seminary does not 
go out of existence, but into a larger 
existence. It will not merge, but af- 
filiate.”’ 

Dr. Brown, who will head the com- 
bined schools, expressed himself as 
greatly pleased by the union. “Van- 
derbilt’s non-denominational attitude 
and the fact that the Congregational 
church is interested in the same free- 
dom is another reason for the change,” 
he said. The Atlanta seminary was 
founded in 1901 in a forsaken farm- 
house, with a Bible and a dictionary 
as its library, and in its 27 years of 
history has grown to a high plane in 
the academic world. 


The Atlanta Theological seminary 
is located at 1032 Stewart avenue, &. 
W., and has a total enrollment of 60 
students,. including the night school 
classes, and has four buildings on .the 
campus. 

Officials of the Atlanta institution 
stated Tuesday. night that the school 
had been approached 14 years ago in 
regard to an affiliation, but that noth- 
ing definite had been done until the 
past few weeks. 

All of the officers, students and 
equipment of the seminary will be 
moved to Nashville next September, 
but will remain intact, it was stated. 
The charter will be moved to Tennes- 
see, and the seminary will be operated 
as before, but will be located in the 
environments of Vanderbilt university. 


HOLY SEE TO BEGIN 
RELATIONS WITH 
ITALY DURING JULY 


Vatican City, June 11.—(4)—The 
beginning of diplomatic relations be- 
tween the Holy See and Italy now 


seems likely some time during the 
first week of July since Monsignor 
Borgongini Duca will not assume his 
nunciature to Italy until July 1. 

It is thought that he will present 
his credentials shortly thereafter be- 
fore the royal family goes on its va- 
eation. After that Count Vecchi will 
present his credentials to the pope as 
Italian ambassador to the Vatican 
City state. ’ 

It is understood that the exchange 
ot credentials will be followed by two 
formal receptions at which all the 
cardinals of the curia, members of the 
diplomatic corps accredited to the 
Holy See and the eomponent members 
of the papal court will be present as 
well as the principal ministers and 
undersecretaries of Italy. 

The receptions given by the Italian 
ambassador to the Vatican City state 
will be chiefly confined to ecclesiastics 
and the diplomats accredited to the 
vatican, whereas the papal nuncio 
will have the same freedom as any 
ambassador of a foreign power ac- 
crédited to the quirinal in his arrange- 
ments.

THE FLYING WORLD. 


So many great events in the history 
of aviation have fallen in the month 
of May that it ean be called the 
month of aviation milestones. 

The first time in history that a 
motor-driven airplane accomplished 
a sustained flight was may 6, 1596, 
when Professor Langley’s machine 
was flown several times at an aver- 
age distance of about three-fourths of 
a mile and terminating when the fuel 
gave out. 

The next distinct stride in aviation 
which did not fall in the month of 
May- was or December 17, 4908; when 
a Wright plane made four. successful 
flights at Kitty Hawk, N. C. 

On May 14, 1908, the first flight of 
an airplane carrying a mechanic-pas- 
senger was made at Kitty Hawk. On 
May 20, 1927, Lindbergh left New 
York in a plane equipped with a 
Wright Whirlwind motor and landed 
33 1-2 heurs later in Paris. ‘On May 
26, 1929, the Fort Worth, equipped 
with a Wright Whirlwind engine com- 
pleted a new record flight lasting 172 
hours 31 minutes and 10 seconds. The 
distance traveled was probably half 
as great as the circumference of the 
globe. 

In the first four months of this 
year 1,946,000 pounds of air mail 
were transported as compared with 
643,000 in the same period of 1928 
and 156,000 in the first four months 
of 1927. Last year airplanes flew 
approximately 10,000,0000 miles in 
the United States as compared with 
less than 6,000,000 in 1927. This 
mileage will be increased to 15,000,000 
or 20,000,000 for the current year. 

Development of aviation has been 
very rapid, but it took Lindbergh's 
flight from New York to Paris to real- 
ly interest the publie in aircraft. 

The public’s enthusiasm and confi- 
dence is justified when we consider 
that in 1928 only one life was lost 
for each 191,500 miles of airplane 
travel as compared with a death to 
each 172,678 miles of railroad trans- 
portation. 

Further, in the last 30 months of 
government operation of air mail only 
three deaths were reported. The av- 
erace miles flown per death was 2,- 
171,000. 

Despite the tremendous progress of 
aviation the industry is still an in- 
fant. Severe competition in the man- 
ufacturing of airplanes and airplane 
engines is at hand. Many. weaker 
companies will be weeded out either 
through inability to meet competition 
or through absorption. 

Investors in aviation stocks should 
limit holdings of such securities to a 
relatively small percentage of the in- 
vestment fund and the selection, aft- 
er thorough investigation, should in- 
clude several. securities rather than 
one. Thus, though on or two may 
become absolutely worthless, appreci- 
ation of others may be great enough 
to offset losses.

Mexico City, June 11.—(#)—Two 
“thousand striking students this aft- 
‘ernoon tvok possession of the Nation- 
‘al university and seized several of- 
_ ficials as- hostages for the resigna- 
‘tion of Rector Antonio Castro Leal. 
which they had demanded. The hos- 
‘tages offered no resistance and there 
was no violence, 

A permanent guard of 100 strik- 
ers was placed over the building un- 
til such time as their demands are 
met. ‘Those seized were Secretary- 
General Daniel Cosio Villegas, of the 
“university; Director Alfonso Caso. of 
the National Preparatory school, and 
several university professors, 

The guard will be changed by the 
students every eight hours. The su- 
preme strike committee has set up 
headquarters in the university build- 
ing and announced that it would meet be 
there in continuous session. 

The students have been on strike. | 
Primarily because monthly examina-_| 
tions were substituted for term ex-|~ 
‘aminations, It had been thought that 
the trouble was settled through the | 
intervention of President Portes Gil. | 
who obtained permission from con: | 
gress to declare the university an au- | 
tonomous institution free from the! 
control hitherto exercised by the de- | 
partment of public instruction. 

The president refused to order resig- 
nation of the rector and the students 
declined to compromise. ‘They get to- 
gether today and went in a body to 
the university but did not find the | 
rector in his office. They then de- 
cided to hold the building with those 
officials found there until he complies | 
with their demand. 

As further proof of their determina- 
tion, the student guard decided to go | 
without food during each eight hours 
of duty.
